We cannot say less than that the comedy was carried through with unremitting 
applause, although one could not but aigh for the pleasure of seeing the beau* 
teoua Lady Bell of the evening, Madame Vestris, sustained by a more efficient 
cut. But notwithstanding the difficulties of her position, she won more hearts 
ikat evening than Millamour’s, by her grace and vivacity, her perfect representa-

jg under all her smiles, her pretty frowns, her gaiety and wit, the true tender* 
»ts of her sex. The style of her performance, full of fire and spirit, highly eia- 
boiate, and yet chastened to all the requirements of actual society, was a model 
sf fine acting. 

Richings enacted Millamcur far better than wc anticipated. But at he gazed 
delighted upon the charms of Lady Bell, and stood fascinated by the spell of her 
l>nlliant glance, it cannot be that it was proper that every gleam of intellect 
lad reason should vanish from his face, to be replaced by a leer, hideous and 
ind animal. Charles Mathews delivered the wit and biting sarcasms of Dash- 
votdd with marked effect, but his manner lacked a graceful ease and evinced no 
familiarity with the part. We need not enumerate the other actors in the gay 
comedy, comprising the whole strength of the company save Placide. Hereafter, 
valiop^ to see the play repeated, when we are sure it can be done with still 
ftcaiercflect.
